of merchandise that is offered for sale being associated with the item of merchaiidise that the 
user desires to purchase; and 

displaying the customized ofifer and a physical location of the retailer. 

2 1 - (Previously Presented) The method of claim 20, further comprising obtaining information 
identifying a shopping list comprising a plurality of items of merchandise from the user. 

22. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 2 1 , further comprising querying a 
conyjuterized network of information utilizing a query based on the information identifying the 
shopping list of items of merchandise and the physical location of the user. 

23, (Previously Presented) The method of claim 21, wherein said shopping list is generated 
by tile user at a location remote from the retailer.

36. (Previously Presented) A method for delivering purchasing information for sale of an 
item of merchandise from a retailer proximate a user, comprising: 

obtaiiiing information identifying an item of merchandise that the user des^ 
determining a physical location of the user; 

automatically querying a computerized networic of information utilizing a query based on 
the item information and the physical location of the user; 
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receiving the purchasing infbnuation from an agent in response to the query, the 
purchasing information including an offer for sale of an item of merchandise being associated 
with the item of merchandise that the user desires to purchase; and 

displaying the purchasing information. 

37. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 36, further comprising parsing the item 
inforaiation based on predefined criteria to create the query, 

38. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 36, further comprising displaying a list of 
items of merchandise available at the retailer and the prices associated therewith. 

39. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 36, further comprising detemiimng the 
closest retailers surrounding the user, and suggesting items of merchandize for sale at the closest 
retailers suirounditig the user. 

40. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 39, further comprising recognizing patterns 
to enhance determining the closest retailers surrounding the user, and suggesting items of 
merchandise for sale at the closest retailers surrounding the user* 

41. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 36, further comprising alerting the user to 
the best local price. 

42. (Previously Presented) A method for delivering a customized offer for sale of an item of 
merchandise from a retailer proximate a user, comprising; 

obtaining information identifying the item of merchandise from the user; 
deteimining a physical location of the user; 

querying a coniputerized network of information utilizing a query based on the 
information identifying the item of merchandise and the physical location of the user; 

receiving from a retailer based agrat in response to the query the customized offer for 
sale of the item of merchandise from the retailer proximate the user; 

displaying the customized offer and a physical location of the retailer; 

determining the closest retailers surrounding the user; and 
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suggesting items of merchandise for sale at the closest retailers surrounding the user.

47. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 42, \rfierein the computerized network of 
information is the Internet. 

48. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 42, further comprising alerting the user to the 
best local price. 

49. (Currently Amended) An f^aratus that delivers a customized offer for sale of an item of 
merchandise torn a retailer proximate a user^ comprising: 

a processor; 

memory that stores information under the control of the processor : and 
a computer program embodied on a computer readable medium in communication with 
the processor, the computer program including: 

a code segment le^ that obtains informadon identifying the item of merchandise fi-om the 

user, 

a code segment that determines a physical location of the user, 
a_code segment that queries a computerized network of information utilizing a queiy 
based on the information identifying the item of merchandise and the physical location of the user; 
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a code segment i^me that receives the customized offer for sale of the item of merchandise 

from a retailer based agent in response to the query; 

a code segment le^ that displays the customized ofT^ and a physical location of the retailer, 
a code segment le^ that determines the closest retailers surrounding the user; and 
a code segment logie that suggests items of merchandise for sale at the closest retailers 

surrounding ^e user. 

50. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising a code segment 
that obtains infonnation identifying a shopping list comprising a plurality of items of 
merchandise firom the user. 

5 1 . (Currently Amended) The sq^paratus of claim 49, further comprising a code segment legie 
that queries a computerized network of infonnation utilizing a query based on the information 
identifying the shopping list of items of merchandise and the physical location of the user. 

52. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim SO, wherein said shopping list is generated 
by the user at a location remote from the retailer, 

53. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 49» fiuther comprising a code segment that 
displays a list of items of merchandise available at the retailer and the prices associated therewith. 

54. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising a code segment 4e^ 
that recognizes patterns to enhance the location of pertinent information. 

55. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising a code segment le^ 
that alerts the user to the best local price. 

56. (Previously Presented) A method for delivering purchasing information for sale of an 
item of merchandise from a retailer proximate a user, comprising; 

obtaining information identifying the item of merchandise from the user; 
determining a physical location of the user; 
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automatically querying a computerized network of information utilizing a query based on 
the item information and the physical location of the user; 

receiving the purchasing infomiation firom an agent in response to the query; 

displaying the purchasing information; 

determining the closest retailers surroimding the user; and 

suggesting items of merchandize for sale at the closest retailers surrounding the user. 

57. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 56, further comprising pairing the it^i 
infomiation based on predefined criteria to create the query. 

58. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 56, fiirther comprising displaying a list of 
items of merchandise available at the retailer and the prices associated therewith. 

59. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 56, further comprising determining the 
closest retailers surrounding the user, and suggesting items of merchandise for sale at the closest 
retailers surrounding the user. 

60. (Canceled) 

61. (Previously Presented) A mobile shopping agent, comprising: 

means for receiving fiom a user an input for a product desired to be purchased by the user; 

means for locating at least one retailer being proximate the user and having an item of 
merchandise for sale that is associated with the desired product; and 

means for displaying a customized offer for sale of item of merchandise for sale that is 
associated with the desired product and for displaying a location of the at least one retailer. 

62. (Previously Presented) The mobile shopping agent of claim 61 , wherein the means for 
receiving fiirther comprises a means for receiving an input of a plurality of products, 

63. (Previously Presented) The mobile shopping agent of claim 62, wherein the means for locating 
fiirther comprises a means fi)r querying a computerized network based on the plurality of products. 
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64. (Previously Presented) The mobile shopping agent of claim 6 1 , wherein the means for 
displaying further comprises a means for displaying a plurality of customized offers for sale item 
of merchandise for sale that are associated with the desired product. 

65. (Previously Presented) The mobile shopping agent of claim 61, wherein the means for 
displaying further comprises a means for displaying a list of a plurality of retailers proximate the 
xiser and for displaying an offer for sale of the items of merchandise for sale at the each of the 
plurality of retailers, 

66. (Previoxisly Presented) The mobile shopping agent of claim 65, further comprising a 
means for displaying a best local price for the desired product. 

67. (Previously Presented) A method for presenting an offi^ for sale of an item of 
merchandise, comprising: 

storing information related to at least one product desired to be purchased by the mobile user, 
detemiining a physical location of a mobile user, 

querying a computer networic based on the stored information to determine whether a retail 
location proximate the mobile user offers for sale the at least one product desired to be purchased; and 

displaying an offer for sale of the at least one product desired to be purchased, the offer 
for sale being provided at a retailer proximate the mobile user, 

68. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 67, further comprising displaying a location 
of the retailer with respect to the location of the mobile user. 

69. (Previously Presented) The m^hod of claim 67, further comprising displaying a best 
local price for the product desired to be purchased 
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70. (Previously Presented) An automated' retail shopping network, comprising: 

a retailer agent configured to provide a computerized network of information related to 
items of m^handise from a plurality of retailers and to determine a physical location of a 
mobile shopper proximate the retailer agent; and 

a shopping agent communicatively coupled with the retailer agent and configured to store 
infomation related to desired items of merchandise and to receive information related to at least 
one of the plurality of retailers proximate the shopper offering for sale the desired item of 
merchandise, said information being derived fit>m a query of the computerized network based 
the stored mfonnation and the physical location of the shopper. 

71. (Previously Presented) The network of claim 70, wherein the shopping agent is further 
configured to display the location the retailer proximate the shopper with respect to the location 
of the shopper. 

72. (Previously Presented) The network of claim 70, wherein the shopping agent is ftuther 
configured to detemiine a best local price of the desired item of merchandise and to display the 
best local price. 
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
